Municipal Institutions. 

It is often a matter of remark among 
strangers titking up their residence in tlii.se 
colonies, what a grout absiince there is, outsiJe 
of Victoria or New Westminster, of anything 
like organization in the shape of municipal 
institution*. Notwithstanding eaoli colony 
possesses a Icgialalive power, which ought to 
ba able tu deal satistactorily with the question'! 
Bferj iliiny seems to stand still : our towns, 
villages und diutriots spring up and fill with 
population ; vet they are mere crudities, en- 
tirely wanting in those powers of properly 
uniting their efforts fur the common good oi 
Bach locality. To those who liave livod in 
the Eastern Provinces and in the Uniteu 
States, the Contrast presented by tilings there 
and thin»s here, is most striking; and caiirio 
fail to lead 10 the conclusion, there's some- 
thing rotten in Denmark. A holy horror ol 
decentralization seems to have heen the 
guiding principle animating our government 
Irum its inception. Anything that w6nld take 
(he management of public affairs out of the 
hands ol the executive must be kept back us 
long hs possible ; and this, though it affected 
merely the inhabitants ol individual Idealities. 
Thus the inhabitants of the City of Victoria 
had th«ir rights witheld from theni lill the 
latter end of last summc. The grading of n 
slreot, coiislruuting a .-idewalk or filling up a 
mud poddle, were matters which could only 
be dcult with by the Lt'H'alalure of 'lie 
colony. The city was kept in a stale 
of pupilage which a potty village in Canada 
or in the United States would have felt it au 
in»ult to have heen subjected to. Contrast 
tins kind ol conduct with the policy that 
guided even the Government of Spain in hor 
endeavors to settle lier Colonies ill America, 
and we will ,'iiid the latler lar the more lib 
oral of the two. Instead of withholding Irom 
towns of three or four thousand inhabitants 
the power tu manage their local affairs, that 
Government prencriDed certain general laws 
bv which any number of individuals as low 
as leu inariied men could organize them-, 
selves into a village ur town nnd elect annu- 
ally the officers necessary for the management 
of their municipal affairs. These privileges, 
il will be recollected, were in operation as 
many as two hundred years ago, and granted 
by a power not usually accounted the most 
liberal in the world. Yet wo who huve 
sprung into existence in the middle of the 
nineteenth century, with the experience of 
other countries and the knowledge of the past 
to "utile us, are still in those important re- 
spects as backward as though we weie living 
in the middle ages. Wo are entirely without 
any general provisions for the formation and 
organization of mut icipalilics. Our villages 
and districts are left to manage the best way 
they can in a very straggling sort ol style 
No encouragement is held out for the combi 
naiiun of the inhabitants for the common 
good of theil respective: localities. While 
a number of men may unite to form n com- 
pany fur the purpose of can ) iug on a brui'di 
oi manufactures or trade, or any other pur- 
suit admitting of the combining of capital 
for a given purpose, nnd huvo no difficulty in 
getting themselves incorporated, yet a sim- 
ilar privilege docs out exist for uniting the in 
habitants ol towns, nnd villages, and districts 
fur municipal purposes. Now, why can we 
iint have a law containing geneiul provisions 
for the promotion or municipal corporations ? 
Jl it bus been thought advantageous to favor 
the formation of trading companies, why can- 
not the principle be extended towards ad- 
ynuc-iiig the iittercstsof localities, and through 
them ihoso ol the country nt large? It is im- 
possible for Goveiiunenl to look after the 
mn titudinous wants of the d: fieri- nl districts, 
towns and villages of which the country is 
made lip. Each one has its particular re- 
quirements, which must be looked toby those 
residing oil the spot. 

To l hem, therefore, should be deputed the 
powers ncce.-sary for the management ami 
good government of their respective localities. 
The Legislature would thus be at liberty 10 
at tend belter to matters affecting the country 
in general, while the inhabitants of euon 
monicipaliij would feel thai their prosperity 
would depei.d a great ileal upon their pro 
perly carrying out their institutions. Were 
the municipal machinery established wherever 
circumstances w ould allow it, n most admira- 
ble power would be established for the intro- 
duction of the free school system. Until wo 
have it, however, little eun he done to advance 
the cause of education. The number rif our 
population, and the continual increase thut 
must henceforth take place, demand thut im- 
mediate attention be given to the subject. 
Biicb portions of tho Act regulating tile rtiu- 
□Icipal iiiatitiilinns of Canada us would be 
suitable to our ciiuumslances, might be 
adopted In ll>«*su (Monies as a groundworks 
which could he built upon us occsion re- 
quired. Wo would thus have a code of gen- 
eral provisions, under tt Inch there would a 
no difficulty in incorporating villages ami dis- 
tricts us fast as they are formed. In the 
meantime the wants of Nannjmo and Esqui- 
mau, on the Island, nnd llio.-a n f the nuuie- 
i.us'owiis up in British Columbia, must hoj 
be neglected. They shcuid* all be furnished 
with simple charters or incorporation, to en- 
able ihiin to manage llieir local allairs.

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Public Meeting in Av.l of the Lancashire 
Operatives, 

The meeting summoned by His Worship 
the Mayor lo tako step 9 for thd relief ol the 
distressed Ofienitivus i:i the manufacturing 
muniies of the mother country, was bold 
in the Victoria Tlibntro yesterday niter- 
noon, nod attended by about three hundred 
persons, comprising citizens of every class 
aid nati inatily. Amongst tho gouilemen 
oongroijato.l oinii the platform we remarked 
that each denomination of the church in our 
community was Btrongly represented, and 
willi the presence of (.'ol. Moody and Dr. Sed- 
dull, ol the I top I Engineers, several officer.-) 
of the navy, and I ho majority of tho members 
of ihe Houses of Iho Colonial Legislature. 

At 2.15 p. in., in compliance will) iho re- 
quest of the Mayor, liis Excellency the llo\- 
ernor took the; chair. O. M. Sproat, Ksii., 
was then voted into the vice chair and.). D. 
Walker, Esq., elected Treasurer. Lumley 
Franklin, Esq , and the Rcy.lt. J. Dundas, 
acc'aptlrjg thd office 6i bom secretaries. 

His Excellency in rising to open the meet- 
ing was greeted (villi great nppluuso. He 
auttl : 

I have much satisfaction, gentlemen, in 
complying with the request ot His Worship 
the Mayor to preside at this meeting. A few 
words will explain its object; 

We are met together this day to express 
our sympathy with the suffering thousands 
in the nmnulaeturing districts of England who 
have betjii reduced to a state of extreme des- 
timtioa, uot from any lault of their own; bill 
through one til those national misfortunes 
which no power short of ilid arm of the Al- 
mighty can avert. 

1 shall not attempt to arouse your feelings 
with any imaginary pictures of distress, lor il 
is but loo evident from the appalling recitals 
in the public, journals, that words cannot con- 
vey nil idea ol the amount ol Buffering nor of 
the real extent of this calamitous visitation. 

I should not have appealed toyotir benevo- 
lence this day in less urgent circumstances, 
for 1 know the many calls that have been 
made upon you by Ihe hundreds of distressed 
persons who arc now resident in this Colony, 
a-id who must still he in a great measure de- 
rfjitdeiit on your bounty for their support, 

I know gentlemen— and I glory in the fact 
— !hal such appeals have never been made to 
you in vain. They have, in every instance, 
kten met with a prompt and generous 
liberality, [applause.] 

I believe, indeed, mat in no part of the 
world is there to he fo'tnd a more generous, 
liberal, and free-hearted public than in this 
City of Victoria, [hear ! and applause.] 

1 know that the utmost amount of aid wo 
can aflonl to give, will appear insignificant 
compared with the contributions of large and 
populuOS colonics; tint, let not that considera- 
tion restrain our ell'orts. Our aid, however 
small, will be acceptable, and it will at least 
prove that our hearts are right with our 
country; that we tako part itr her joys and 
her sorrows: that wo will joyfully show our 
fortunes with her, even lo the last crust of 
bread. It will, moreover, show that whatever 
stirs and agitates the depth's of the nation's 
heart, whether triumphs or disasters, will 
strike a chord that vibrates strongly in the 
heuils of the people of Vancouver Island. 
| loud applauae.| 

The vine chairman remarked that after 
what bad fallen from His Excellency no lur- 
thor need be said Jo enlist their sympathies. 
The meeting was assembled for a business 
object, not lor the display of eloquence. 
(Applause.) He (boil called on the Lord 
Hisliopuf Columbia to move the lirst resolu- 
tion. 

His Lordship, alter reading ihe resolution, 
said that it fully expressed the sentiments of 
the country. (Applause.) Everyone had ob- 
served with admiration the patient fortitude 
with which l lie tufTcring operatives had bonie 
the distress which had come upon them. 
Perhaps many they were acquainted with 
the worth ol the operatives of England. He 
had spent Some years among them and be- 
lieved that a more noble, energetic, or inde- 
pendent race of men was not tu be lound in the 
world. They were accustomed to make every 
cffjft for their own support, lie had been 
connected with a society named the Manches- 
ter Union ol Odd Fellows, who in a time of dis- 
tress had actually disbursed the sum of fViOUl) 
in relief. Wo could not be too grateful fur 
the fortitude they had exhibited in this hour 
of trial, and for tho order and peace that 
reigned anion;;' there. Formerly much loss 
trouble had caused alarm amongst ministers. 
Now, though eager to earn their own sup- 
port, they .were forced to appeal lo charily. 
His Excellency had said that ttic contribu- 
tion from this colony might seem compara- 
tively small. How. was it that strong rivers, 
liko Ihe Pfa'ser and Columbia, were able lo 
pour forth their mighty waters into tiie ocean 
hut by the contributions of 'Iho little rills? 
(Applause.) Even il small, their assistance 
would at least be accompanied with heartfelt, 
brotherly sympathy. He thought he saw 
even yet tho beginning ol the end of these 
dillicttlties, und ullu led to a late roppr't of the 
H.uird ol Trade, which showed a fall already 
in the price of cotton, following the 
rociipt ot the intelligence of dsten- 
diva shipments of the article from India. 
It was considered thai during the present 
year, even if the American war continued, at 
(east one hall ol the required supply would 
be furnished from this source, J5y uud by, 
even good might result out of the present 
distress, by developing in the colonies re- 
sources that would enable I bain, in future, to 
furnish tho supply. 

J'he Mayor was saluted willi loud applause 
as he stepped forward to .second the resolu- 
tion. His Worship said that he experienced 
at the moment two feelings — pleasure .and 
sorrow. Pleasure, to see so many persons 
assembled to cany out tho object for which 
they laid met : and sorrow that his country 
required such aid, (iud forbid that it should 
ever occur again. Doubtless J'rovidence had 
some great object in view; it might be the 
bursting of the bonds of slavery. (Heard 
hear!) No doubt the hand of Uud was in il. 
This was no political movement. They were 
assembled lo show their worthy Kites that, 
though isiiia.ll in number, limy had hearts as 
large as I their own (Applause.) l.ct them 
Bhbw what n small coiinnunil) could (Jo. Eel 
every on.-, on leaving tho building, make it 
his business lo ask Iho first friend ho met 
whether he were going to subscribe, lie co- 
incided with His Lordship in hja opinion hs 
to individual effort] and bade all present re- 
number the old Scotch proverb, " Many a 
miokle mukes a niueklc." 

Goo. Hunter Cary, Esq., M. P., and Attor- 
ney General, wns called upon to propose the 



second resolution. Alter adverting to Ihe 
destitution and the fortitude exhibited by Ihe 
manufacturing classes in tho present juncture, 
ho forcibly drew the attention of his audience 
lo the fact thai but for this forbearance such 
pressure might have been put upon the Min- 
istry as to cause them to tako such sleps as 
'hair judgment conscientiously disapproved. 
Had they, by popular lumuitimd insurrection, 
been compelled to take such measures as to 
bring (ireat Britain into war with tho neigh- 
boring power, the Colonies woula have suf- 
fered Ihe effect; lie argued that all owed a 
debt of gratitude lor the patience that had 
been shown, and declared Unit selfishness, if 
not humanity, demanded that aid to the ut- 
most extent should bo given. to alleviate their 
distress. (Loud applause.) 

Thd Rev. E. Evans, I). D., seconded the 
resolution with tin effective speech. lie con- 
sidered that according to the Divine injunc- 
tion, recognized by Jew and Gentile, " Thou 
shall love thy neighbor us thyself" il was 
rhuir duty lo render assistance to the ilis 
tressed at Ibis juncture. It had been inti- 
mated that the fortitude evinced by famished 
operatives entitled them to their sympathy, 
as it had perhaps saved this Colony from in- 
convenience. He might further say— and he 
hoped without otleiice— that had riot or tur- 
luileiice amongst tho sufferers driven the 
Ministry to interfere it) the present war, the 
affairs might have been very much changed 
and the difficulties of America seriously aug- 
mented, as well us llie friendly relations of 
European powers imperilled (applause). If 
his conviction were not veiy erroneous, the 
Colony would have no occasion to be ashamed 
of its contribution, for he believed that, taken 
man for man, Vancouver Island wonld stand 
at the head of (to list (loud applause). 

Chief Justice Caniciion, in proposing the 
third rosolntion, said that the snppuit of 
nearly half a million of people now depended 
upon the exertions of the public. He had 
seen : n a report of iho Central Relief Com- 
mittee, that Iho sum of two shillings would 
support one man for a week | two persons, 
therefore, would be supported for a week by 
i each dollar contributed (uppluusoj, 
I 'I he resolution was seconded by J. D. Wal- 
ker, Ksq., with a few remarks upon the no- 
, ecssily of the movement.

We must not conceal from ourselves Ilia 
crime in our midst is becoming both seriou.- 
and alarming, and calls for strong measures 
on the part of the authorities to arrest its 
further progress. When a peaceable citizen 
passing through tho slncls) ol* the town, at 
a comparatively early hour of the night, is 
garotted and robbed of his property, it is a 
matter of the greatest moment to ua all Miat 
measures should be taken to prevent the re- 
petiti' n ol an offenco which has been attended 
by such fatal results in other places. If we 
have nut sufficient police lo prevent heniuus 
crimes being committed, we uiusl have more 
men aud still greater efficiency in the force. 
But the question may well be asked how can 
great elliciency be expected from a body who 
are disgracefully underpaid, and who only hold 
their situations during a temporary pressure 
or until they obtain remunerative occupation 
elsewhere. In a lute number of the 2Ym<M 
we saw a remark from the pen uf one of thu 
superintendents of the London police, in re- 
ply lo critioisms on thn force for not pro- 
venting the perpetration of so many out- 
rages in tho metrupoiis. He said police offi- 
cers were like soldiers, and could not bo made 
efficient in the prevention of crime or detec- 
tion ol the porpeliatorH by the training of a 
lew days or weeks. It required long service 
und cxporioneo to lit a mull for his duty.

Instead of Ihe sergeant having only §50 a 
month ho should have nearly twice that 
amount, and tftil) i\ utlld not be extravagant pay 
lor ihe men. Only let their .salary be advanced 
lo a proper figure, and then, and not till then, 
shall we expect to see it toally effective force. 
There are men acting here at present as con- 
stables who have held superior positions in 
the puhco establishments ol bull) Canada and 
Australia, and il should be the aim and object 
of tho authorities tu keep such officers, and 
thereby make thu force u crodit tu the coun- 
try and serviceable ti its inhabitants We 
should also observe that until the lorcp aro 
properly requited for their services, they can- 
not be looked upon as superior to the tempta- 
tion ol liking tho bribes which unscrupulous) 
persotis have frequently been proved to offer 
iheni. Should there not be some active mea- 
sures taken by the Government in referorico 
lo the elliciency ol the force, the public must 
lake the Mattel into their own hands uud 
deal with it like sensible men. We must not 
have the country disgraced by ihe committal 
ol horrid crimes lor the sake of a false system 
of economy. We would invite attention to 
the following hsl of offences mentioned in our 
issue o! yesterday, viz. : one. case ol murder- 
ing an Indian ; one case of garolting; one 
ease of highway robbary ; one ease ol assault 
and abduction.'

I he local produce market has been rather quiet 
during the past week, tho merchants bring princi- 
pally engaged in Retting in new stocks, there, be- 
ill}; extensive arrivals of all descriptions of pro- 
duce from San Francisco anil the Sound. Prices 
have undergone little change, and with the single 
exception of oats, there lias been no advance. 
Hay is now almost a drug in the market, but there 
is no reduction in rate. I lour is held in larger 
quantities than usual, a great addition having been 
mule to Ihe stock by the laic arrivals from Sim 
Francisco. Unions are ttill scaren, although about 
20 bags were added to the stock during the week. 
The pi ice is unaltered. 

fJnoOEIUEg. — Buyers have not been numerous 
iiiiice hist reports, and. receiving good, has been 
the order of tho day among the trade. The arrival 
or so many vessels during the week kept all 1. anils 
employed in storing goods, and Ihe stores are now 
filled to repletion. There is no alteration in price 
to report since last quotation. 

Dry Goods. — The merchants hare been getting 
In their spring stocks, and a lively time has been 
witnessed umong them, ns tho arrivals were all so 
quick upon each other as to afford little opportu- 
nity to get one batch out of ihe way until another 
was ou hand. English goods are still only in 
moderate supply, and rates are firm in consequence. 

COAL Trade.— The stock of coiil is now large, 
there having been a fleet of colliers from the mines 
since we announced last week there was a 
scarcity in the market. The price of household 
coal has advanced a dollar a ton, in consequence 
of the dealers haling :o pay ihat amount addi- 
tional lo tho gentleman who holds the monopoly 
of one of Hit pits for six months. ' W'e cannot un- 
derstand how this state of affairs has been allowed 
to creep in under the auspices of the new compa- 
ny, as under their enterprising management *c 
looked for a reduction instead of an advance, in 
I lie prbc of this most necessary article. 

PUIILIC SALES.— We hare had several public 
sales, during Iho week, of Hardware, Furniture, 
Groceries, Liquors, Dry finods, tic. Under the 
hammers of Messrs. Backus, McCrea, rtml Scott, 
large quantities of goods were disposed of atwhat 
was generally considered remunerative prices. 
The goods were all lately imported, and with the ex- 
ception of those belonging to the lloscdllle's cargo, 
were in excellent condition. Messrs. Franklin 
had an extensive land sale, which proved how 
enormously enhanced in value property 1ms become 
in the vicinity of the town, and showing tho con- 
fidence tho public have in the stability and grow- 
ing prosperity of the Colony.
